|Forester Baker 
Cautions Hunters 
1 On Forest Fires 


The forest fire season is here 
again and State Forester Harry 
Lee Baker cautions those who use 
the woods-to be particularly care. 
ful with fire. Fires “caused By 
matches, pípe ashes, cigarette and 
cigar butts, and camp fires can 
be entirely eliminated when they 
jare properly handled, stated Mr. 
Baker. As a matter of fact, only 
8 per cent of all the fires in the 
United States in 1934 were caused 
iby lightning. When people are 
caref with fire in the woods, 
there will be practically no burn- 
ed forests. 

The matter of keeping our forest 
lands productive, primarily 
through organized fire control, is 
so vitally important tò the eco- 
nomic and social condition of our 
state, continued Mr, Baker, that a 
few precautions on how to prevent 
fires are mentioned. Brak the 
mátch in two before throwing in- 
jto the weods, or place in a car ash 
tray. Be sure the pipe ashes, cig- 
arette or cigar butt is dead out 
before throwing into inflammable 
material To the campers, hunt- 
ers, fishermen and others who 
build camp fires, a few  precau- 
tions are suggested which will 
prevent forest fires, - 

Locate the camp fire away from 
overhead inflammable material: 
clear a space five feet in diameter 
down (o mineral soil; keep the fire 
small (It will cook better and not 
be uncomfortably . hot) Never 
build a camp fire against a tree, 
log. or near any brush. It is de- 
sirable to dig a pit or build a sim- 
ple rock fireplace, if rock is avali- 
able, to prevent the fire from 
spreading and to obtain more heat 
for cooking and warmth. A bed 
of hot coals is preferable to a 
brisk laze’ for cooking. The es- 
sential part of the story on how 
to build a camp fire comes after 
it has served its purpose. Pour 
plenty of water on the fire until 
it is completely out and nothing 
remains smoldering. If water is 
mot available, smother the fire 
with dirt. * 

Mr. Baker concluded by’ stating 
that about 20 per cent of the for- 
est fires in 1934 were caused by 
the carelessness of smokers and 
campers. If these few  precau- 
tions are observed, Florida's for- 
est firé damage will be materially 
reduced during the coming fire 
{ season.

CHRISTMAS, Fla, Dec. 15— 
Santa Claus, the jolly gld man 
from the North Pole, has opened 
a branch office under the South- 
em sun and mystic palm trees. 

His emissary here is Mrs. Jua- 
mita S. Tucker, postmaster of 
the town of 250 population, whica 
basks in the national spot! 
each Yuletide season. 


The town of Christmas vies in 
activity with Santa's toy factory 
on top of the world. But instead 
of elfs aiding in the toy produc- 
tion, Uncle Sam lends a hand at 
the southern branch office. 

Hundreds of thousands of cards, 
letters and packages are clearing) 
the Christmas post office. Each 
Piece bears the cancellation stamp 
“Christmas, Fla.” An accompany- 
ing cachet prints a little green 
Christmas tree, with lighted caa- 
dies and under it is “Christmas 
Greeting, 19: 

"This year we have made prep- 
@rations to take care of a land- 
slide business," Mrs. Tucker said. 

Tt is estimated 500,000 pieces will 
carry the Christmas postmark. 

“The mail carrier who used to 
carry the mail in án Austin has 
goften a larger car in preparation 
for the rush, although this small 
Place is really busy only once a 
yéar.” 

Christmas, Fla, is the only post 
office in the world to bear the 
name Christmas. The town was 
founded as Fort Christmas on De- 
cember 25, 1835, and the post of- 
fice” was established under the 
name of Christmas in 1892. 

“We send mail to several states 
in the United States and about 50 
foreign countries,” Santa's official 
representative said. “This year the 
early requests were from Englan 
Scotland, New Zealand, Germany, 
Holland, Italy and Hawaii. 

“Mire mail goes to New York 
State than to any other section. 
The smallest quantity goes to Orc- 
gon and Washington." d

requests and she tries to comp 
with cach and every one.
